acting nights withou' handing the proceeds to the receiver for chancery, nor 
could these have been returned without the Lord Chancellor’s permission, sup- 
posing that the appropriation had passed uniitigated by the many parties coh- 
cerned in the Thea're. This rendered it out of the question haviag a benefit on 
‘astock night; but the managers, so far from opposing, solicited for the use of 
the Theatre on the non-play night: this they readily promised, free of expense, 
if allowed by the management of Drury Lane. Here fresh obstacles presented 
themselves, as it would still have remained necessary to obtaip permission of 
the whole proprietors. ‘Thus situated, the committee considered it best to ac- 
cept the kind offer of Mr. Arnold, and iet the benefit take place at the Lyceum. 
in conclusion, common justice towards the management of Covent Garden, re- 
quires that the committee should most positively state, having throughout the 
whole of this unfortunate affair receivea, and that in the kindest manner, every 
facility it was in their power to offer.
